DRAINAGE BOARD 
-ROUSES A STORM. 


Committees to Fight Decision 
Against Furnishing Pow- 
er to Chicaffo at 
310 Rate. 


SHOW TRUSTEES’ RECORDS 


Jones, Braden, and Smyth Sought 


to Sell Energy to Private 
Corporation at 
82.50. 


Roused by the action of members of the 
drainage board in voting against furnishing 
to Chicago at cost the power to be generated 
at Lockport, representatives of the organi- 
zations interested declared yesterday that a 
determined fight would be made. 

One plan, advanced by Frederick W. 
Blocki, chairman of a citizens’ committée, 
ig that the sanitary trustees have several 
public hearings on thé question and show 
the sentiment of the people before taking 
final action. Mr. Blocki declared that 96 per 
es the people are in favor of the city 

the power at practically cost price. 
Two Committtees to Fight. 

L. A. Seeberger, chairman of the commit- 
tee of the real estate board, and Ald. Frank 
L. Bennett, chairman of the committee from 
the city council, both said that they intended 
to push the matter and hoped to secure the 
$10 rate for the city. 

It was said that a minority report on the 
water power question will be presented at 
the drainage board meeting today. It prob- 
ably will de signed by Trustees Webb and 


Wenter, who opposed the proposition to sell 


the power to the city for profit. 


Trustees’ Records Searched. 

In connection with the fight to be made 
for the city the records of several trustees 
now arrayed against the city on the water 
power question will be brought to light. 
It will be shown how Alexander J. Jones, 
Joseph C. Braden, and Thomas A. Smyth 
stood on the question in June, 1899. 


These men now declare the sanitary dis- * 
t should have at least $20 a horse power 


the city. In June, 1899, they tried to 
put through a lease selling out to a private 
corporation all the power that might be 
generated on the drainage channel for a pe- 
riod of fifty years for $5 a horse power, and 
of this the sanitary district was to get only 
$2.50 a horse power, the other half going to 
the corporation for interest at 5 per cent 


on capital invested in developing the power. | 


Clarence Buckingham represented the cor- 
poration. 

Mr., Jones was one of the prime movers 
in the ntgotiations with the prospective cor- 
poration,” said a man who followed the 
matter closely at thé time. With him 
Braden.and Mr. Amyth. 
A number of secret caucuses with the pro- 

moters of the corporation were held and a 


contract for leasing the power wes prepared 


and submitted to the engineering commit- 
tee. 

Willing to Give Away $40,000,000. 

“The contract provided, in addition to the 
ridiculously low price and the fifty year 
franchise, that the corporation was to pay 
for only 70 per cent of the theoretical horse 
power, when it is a fact that water wheels 
are now in successful operation which show 
an efficiency of over 90 per cent. That con- 
tract would have been worth more than $40,- 
6000, 000 to the corporation. The ase was 
so worded that the district would have re- 
ceived only $2.50 a eee power a year for 

years. 

“The secret caucuses were discovered a 
few days before the contract was to have 
been presented for.adoption by the board, 
and it aroused the public. Such strong op- 
position was brought to bear by the Civic 
federation and other bodies, and the pub- 
licity given it had such an effect); that two 
of the men who had been counted on to help 
put it through weakened, and the proposi- 
tion was dropped, much to the Seating 
ment of Jones and his friends.” 


Wording of the Contract. — 
Here is the wording of the contract: 
Said party of the second part agrees to 
pay to said party of the first part an annual 
rent of $5 a horse power developed from 
water passing through the main channel. 


The number of horse power upon whichrent } 


shall be paid to be ascertained by taking 70 
per cent of the gross or theoretical horse 
power, computed upon the average flow of 
water, one-half of said rent, however, to be 
appropriated to the repayment of the ex- 
pendi.ures of lessees in making the perma- 
nent improvements necessary to develop 
said water power—first, to the payment of 
the’ interest upon such expenditures at the 
rate of 5 per cent a year, and the residue 
on the principal, until the same shall be fully 
paid to lessee.“ 

It had been arranged that the contract 
was to have been adopted at the regular 
meeting of the sanitary board on June 21, 


1890. 
Same Men, Different Views. 

The Alexander Jones who worked so hard 
years ago to get through a measure to sell 
all the water power of the drainage channel 
for fifty years at a rate of practically $2.50 
a horse power to a private corporation is the 
same Jones who last Monday at the meeting 
of the municipal relations committee of the 
drainage board declared with much feeling 
that he would protect the rights of all the 
sanitary district taxpayers at any cost,” 
and said: ‘‘ lam unalterably opposed to the 
idea of giving this valuable power to the city 
as a gift, or at cost. Our first duty is to look 
after the interests of all the taxpayers.” 

The J C. Braden and the Thomas A. 
Smyth who on Monday voted against Chi- 
cago’s receiying the water power at $10 a 
horse power and stood out for a higher rate— 
at least $20 a horse power—are the same 
Braden and the same Smyth who previously 
had supported the measure to give the fifty 
year lease to a private corporation for prac- 
tically $2.50 a horse power. ; 


Deception of the Public. : 
The proposition of the drainage board to 
charge a high price, stich as $20, is a grave 
departure from the understanding created 
in the minds of the public by the words of 
the trustees themselves at various times 
since 1900, said I. A. Seeberger of the real 
estate board committee. Legislation for 
developing thé water power was procured 
on the understanding that the power was 
to be sold the city and that a high price was 
not to be charged—such as the city would 
not be able to pay or such as a private cor- 
poration might charge the city. )

Three Start on Jour- 
and End in Asylum. 


FEAR THEY ARE PURSUED. 


The Misses Bondy or New. York in Sad 
Flight, Vienna. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.]

VIENNA, June 7.~Three young American 

girls, Misses Regina, Aga and Sarah 
Bondy of New York, are detained in an in- 
sane asylum here pending the arrival of their 
brother from New York. 

They, are suffering from delusions that they 
are being pursuéd by masked men who are 
trying to kidnap them, and their derange- 
ment is the outcome of a foolhardy adven- 
ture they undertook evidently with the 
ganction of their relatives. 


'. Start on Tour Without Escort. 

Six months ago they left New York for 
Europe unattended on one of those adven 
ous trips in which American women, proud 
of their freedom, take such keen delight. 
They were well supplied both with letters of 
credit and introduction. They were excellent 
linguists, speaking both French and German 
fluently, and having many useful words in 
other and less frequently acquired languages. 
They sailed over the Mediterranean and 
after visiting several classic lands started 
for the Holy land and Syria, not, however, 
before they had experienced a number of 
unpleasant experiences which demonstrated 
that traveling without a male escort or 
chaperon in eastern countries is quite a dit- 
ferent thing from what it isin America. 


Adventures Clouded in Mystery. 


Just what did happen to the young women 
whose grand tour has ended here so dis- 
astrously probably will never be known in 
detail, 
some distance up the Nile, saw Sinai, rode 
across the bible countries from Jerusalem 
to Nazareth, and did what e ! 
and a few other things besides, which, as 
they traveled without a male escort, might 
be characterized as daring. 

A month ago they reached Constantinople, 
and, fortunately for them, their gtate of agi- 
tation attracted the attention of a group of 
fellow’ countrymen; who insisted that the 
young women, who were willing to confess 
they had ventured too far afield in strange 
lands, should be placed in charge of a re- 
liable courter, who was to escort them to 
Havre, where they proposed embarking on 
their return voyage. 


Tell Fantastic Tales. 

At this time, while the behavior of the 
young women was disquieting, it was 
thought nothing further could be done. 
They told the most fantastic stories of an 
attempt made to kidnap them near the 
Pyramids, and of the way in which they 
had been pursued across Galilee by a bandit 
sheik. They gave the Impression to all who 
came in contact with them that their nerves 
had been considerably shaken by their ad- 
ventures, fancied or real. On the arrival of 
the three sisters in Vienna, one and all, in an 
equal degree, were attacked with acute 
mania. They escaped the surveillance of 
the courier and protesting that their lives 
were in danger and that they constantly 
were pursued. 

Their cry was that masked men were fol- 
lowing them day and night, flashing upon 
their every movement the intermittent light 

of dark lanterns. This went on for several 
days until finally the girls were restrained. 


Bondy Girls Well Known at Home. 

New York, June 7.—(Special.]—News of the 
adventures of the Misses Bondy was heard in 
this city with much surprise. The young 
women are daughtersof a wealthy merchant, 
who died two years ago. They made their 
home until their departure for Europe in the 
Hotel Savoy.

LIAOYANG, June 7.—The Japanese 
drawn in their advance guards from Vafan- 
gow.

The Cossacks and 
dragoons crept forward, examining the steep 
hillsides, deep ravines, and dry water courses 
lixely to protect Japanese ambuscades.

swarmed up almost inaccessible cliffs. The 
Japanese first kept in the shelter of the 
-rocks, but the Russian fire searched them 
out and they flitted shadowlike across the 
rocks as the Cossacks continued to advance.

ing from the amphitheater. The Japanese 
cavalry retreated, unwilling to risk a col- 
lision at close quarters. 

‘The Russian line encircled one great hill 


on which was the principal Japanese posi- 


tion, and, like a living ribbon, crept toward 
the summit. Col Sereda led the advance 
until he fell wounded half way up the cliffs. 
The command devolved upon Leut. Col. 
Chicsville, who continued the forward move- 
ment, clearing the Japanese from the heights. 


Russian Battery Effective. 
In the meantime a Russian battery placed 


an accurate shrapnel fire among the hilltops, 


hastening the Japanese retreat. Two Jap- 
alesse sharpshooters on the summit of a hill 
seriously annoyed the Russians at a critical 
period, of the advance. An officer of Teri- 
leski’s company scaled the rocks in the face 
of almost certain death and killed both the 
Japanese, returning unharmed. 

Besides Col. Sereda, seventeen Russians 
were wounded in the day’s encounter. The 
Japanese losses, owing to the accuracy of the 
Russian artillery fire, seemed heavy. 


HOW CORRESPONDENT DIED. 
Ernest Brindle Gives Account of Kill- 


ing of His Companion, 
Etzel, by Chinese. 


LONDON, June 


8, 3 a. m.—Ernest Brindle, 
the Daily Mail’s correspondent in Manchuria, 
in a description of the death of Lewis Etzel, 
the, correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
— was shot by Chinese soldiers while in a 
junk between Shwantaitze and Erdiko, says: 

Our intention was to cruise along the 
Liaotung coast. About 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the junk was surrounded by four sailing 
boats manned by Chinese soldiers, who, with- 
out explanation, opened fire, their shots fall- 
ing all over our boat. We were below read- 
ing and writing, and Etzel, looking out, re- 
ceived a fearful wound in the hack of his 
head and expired in a few moments. 
The soldiers, who were dressed like 
pirates, said they mistook us for a pirate 
boat they were seeking. They 
donned uniforms.” 

Mother and Sister Hear News. 

Denver, Colo., June 7.— Anna B. Etzel, a 
stenographer, living in this city with her 
mother and sister, received a cablegram to- 


day announcing the death of her brother, 


Lewis Etzel, a newspaper correspondent, 
who was fired upon and killed by Chinese 
soldiers.

Payments are to be 
made each half month, the first payment 
June 15, when 40 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts from June 1 to June 15 shall be sur- 
rendered. 

Thereafter, at the ist and 15th of each 
month, 40 per cent of the receipts for the 
previous half month shall be paid. 


Payment to Be Made Promptly. 

‘The first payment to the United States 
government by the world’s fair company on 
the federal loan of $4,600,000 will be made 
promptly on June 15, as the law authorizing 
the loan provides, and every cent of the re- 
quired amount will be paid without the 
slightest difficulty.”

Preusser, with the shotgun in hand, went 
up to the desk. The room clerk was busy 
when Preusser asked the number of Mc- 
Donald's room. Preusser being well knows 
at the hotel, no question was asked and the 
‘clerk informed him the number of the room. 
He went to it alone and a minute later the 
clerk heard the report of the gun. 

Preusser was taken to the Second precinct 
station house, where he gave his pedigree 
incoherently and was locked up. He refused 
to discuss the matter. : 
He has but one arm, and has been In Al- 
bany fifteén yeurs. It is said that he was 
instrumental in getting McDonald freed of 
the charge of murder when the latter was 
tried in New York City some months ago. 

A few years ago McDonald shot and killed 
a man named Price in the Onawa café in 
Harlem. It developéd at the trial that a 
number of poolroom men and racetrack fol- 
lowers had put up a job to get McDonald into 
a fight and kill him.

BIG STORES TO BE PROTECTED. 


Fire Fighting Equipment and Brigade 
Required Under the Building Ordi- 
nance, Just Revised.

Atlantic City, N. J., June 7.—[ Special: J—Dr.

We are affecting the homes of two na- 
tions, he said. ‘ We are sapping the physi- 
cal strength of two peoples, and going at 4 
headlong pace which must some day bring us 
to a realization of the mistakes that are being 


made. 
Would Cut Out the Classics. 
“ Higher education unfits girls for mother- 
hood, .The mental strain affects the nerves 
and makes them dread matrimony more 
than did the girls of another generation, be- 
cause they realize that their physical sys- 
tems are weaker and less able to endure the 
strain and responsibilities of motherhood, 
What plan have I to suggest to change 
this? It is simple and I think woyld be 
effective. Cut out Greék, Latin, mythology, 
and algebra, and turn them out of school at 
an earlier age. Give the girls an opportunity 
to rest after a schooling that is practical and 
useful, and let them bulld up their physical 
systems for the trials of wifehood. Youthful 
love founds a stronger home and produces 
more healthy children. Young marrieé cou- 
ples who are not overeducated have the 
healthiest children. That is what is needed.

Dunne Wants Law Forbidding Assign- 


ment of Wages and Pleads for 
a City Court. 


In an appeal to the Supreme court yester- 
day Judge Edward F. Dunne of the Circuit 
court attacked laws which permit the assign- 
ment of wages.

Street police station.

“T am innocent. I am harmless. Why do 
they keep me in this, horrible place, where 
I cannot eat or sleep?“ 


Brother Accuses the Woman. 

On the stand Henry Miller told the follow- 
ing story: 

When Louis was dying at the hospital I 
asked him how it happened. The taller of 
those two women shot me,’ he said. Mrs. 
Bailey was the one he meant. He after- 
ward said he meant his landlady. Louis told 
me that he had quarreled with Mrs. Bailey 
about some new furniture, and that she took 
the revolver from his pocket and shot him.“ 

Edward Janes, a physician at the Wesley 
hospital, read conflicting statements which 
Miller made to him. They were: 


„She asked me for money. I refused. 1 


was lying on the couch, and she grabbed 
me and shot me.“ 

“I was standing up. She said she was 
going to kill herself. We struggled and the 
gun went off.“ 


Others Aid the Defense. 

Dr. Guy Gowan, 2030 Indiana avenue, who 
attended Miller, testified to hearing Miller 
say he shot himself, but the strongest wit- 
ness for Mrs. Bailey was Mrs, Elizabeth Sny- 
der, 3156.

She was called 
into the Bailey flat as soon as the shot was 
heard, and declared she heard Mrs. Bailey 
say: 

Louie, Loule Miller, tell me why you did 


this. Did you not realize the position you j 


would place me in?“ Miller replied, ‘I am 
responsible; I did it.“ 

At least seven more witnesses will be called 
tcday. The police have found the bullet 
which killed Miller, and say they will at- 
tempt to prove by its course that he could 
not have fired the pistol himself.

Nearly 2.500 Workers Are to 
Vote Today, After Right 
‘Weeks of Idleness, 


NEW FEATURES IN Pay. 


| Employers Warit Agreement That 
the Wages Shall Be as Low 
ads Elsewhere.

Work in the shoe factories of Chicago 
will be resumed next week if the union em- 
ployés today accept the form of agfeement 
proposed by the manufacturers. Adoption | 
of the tion will be recommended by 
President John F. Tobin. of the International 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union, through 
whom it was submitted by the employers. 
During eight weeks nearly 2,500 shoemakers 
have ‘been idle because of the shutting down 
of the factories by their owners. 

The proposition, on which the workers 
will vote this afternoon at Bricklayers’ hall, 
contains one article new to Chicago joint 
trade agreements. This is that the rate of 
wages in this city for any class of work is 
not to be higher than that paid in other 
shoemaking centers. It is intended to put 
local manufacturers on an equal footing with 
outsidd competitors. 


Tast Year’s Pay Offered. 

Taken as a whole, the wages paid last year 
are to be the standard for the coming year, 
and individuals are to be given more or less 
acco to/ their efficiéncy. In hours of 
work, also, no change is. to be made, the 
} employers: agreeing to fifty-five hours a 
week. The closed shop question is to be 
regulated by the union stamp, which will 
be granted only to those factories. which 
employ members of the organization exclu- 
sively 

The parties to the proposition are the J. E. 
Tut Shoe 2 the Tilt-Kenney Shoe 
company, the J. Smith Shoe company, 
the Cele-Davis Shoe" company, William 
Osner & Co., and Florsheim & Co. If the 
agreement is adopted it will form a basis 
for other factories. | 

Get More Nonunion Machinists.

Twenty lessons in practical cook will 
be given for $10, the pupil taking 5 —— 
every morning for five mornings in the week, 
thus obtaining almost as much instruction 
in one month as is given a pupil in one of 
our winter terms of three months. 


The instruction in this course. includes 
lectures on the composition of foods, the 
fundamental principles of cookery, and their 
application in the individual preparation of 


simple foods, of the kitchen, and its 
appointments. o entrance examination is 
required. 

The practice work consists of the follow- 
ng: 


The cooking of vegetables, eggs, cheese, 
soups, meats, biscuits, puddings, and sauces. 

Batters: Muffins, griddle cakes, etc. 

Doughs: Doughnuts, bread, cake, and 


pastry. 
Frying: Fish, etc. 


Roasting: Meat and fowl. Plain salads, 
desserts. 

In cooking the fee covers the materials 
used. 


Twenty lessons for $10 will be given in the 
technical course in sewing. A certain 
amount of sewing at home is required of 
the student. Instruction in the various 
stitches used in hand sewing, including the 
different seams, hems, and buttonholes. 

The student is taught the use and care of 
various sewing machines, also the drafting 
and making of under garments. 

Each student is required to furnish all the 
materiais used by her during this term. 

Students who intend entering these classes 
will please confer with the school, 39 State 
street, July 1. > | 


The number in the classes will be limited 
to sixteen in a class. Of course, the school 
will not Keep its doors open unless a suffi- 
cient number of students register to at least 
pay the running expenses.

She buys what is a complete wardrobe for 
the season of the year when she is married 
and then puts in the bank the remainder of 
the money to be spent later.

Silk petticoats being in fashion, at least 
one belongs to every trousseau.

PROVES ITS FIRST RANK. 


CHICAGO, WINNING INDIAN CON- 
TRACTS, SHOWS TRADE RIGHTS. 


Merchants wit Now Efforis t 


Ha ve Government Make This the 
Point of Distribaition — Marshall 
Field & Co, Win $500,000 Worth of 
Trade and Boot and Shoe Houses 
Gain Victory Over St. Louis, Where 
Secretary Hitchcock Took Supplies. 


As a result of the remarkable success of 
Chicago firms in carrying off a majority of 
the Indian contracts for merchandise it is not 
unlikely that this city will be made the official 
headquarters for the reception of all bids in 
the future. The local business houses which 
for years have maintained that Chicago is 
the proper point for the distribution of all 
goods to the Indian reservations will now 
renew their efforts to convince the Washing- 
ton authorities of the justice of the claim. 

+ The most conspicuous victory of Chicago 
firms over other bidders was that of Marshall 
Field & Co., to which was awarded $500,000 
worth of contracts, a little more than half of 
the entire amount of the contracts adver- 
Successful for Several Tears. 

These bids were opened in New York, where 
Marshall Field for several years past has 
been successful in securing the major part of 
the contracts. W. F. Hypes of Field's whole- 
sale store declared-yesterday that the show- 
ing of his firm alone should be sufficient to 
justify the concentration of all the business in 
Chicago. 

But the most picturesque argument in favor 
of the Chicago claim appears in the showing 
made by the local houses in the bids opened in 
St. Louis. Several months ago Secretary 
Hitchcock, who is a St. Louis man, revealed 
his intention to throw the shoe and hardware 
tontracts to his home city. Finally he came 
to Chicago and personally completed the ar- 
rangements by which the shoe ané hardware 
supplies were transferred to St. Louis and 
the bids for future contracts advertised from 
that city. The secretary's argument in sup- 
port of his action was that the shoe and hard- 
ware business had. gradually drifted from 
Chicago to St. Louis. 


Lowest Bids from Chicago, 
But when the bids were opened the other. 


day it was discovered that the lowest figures 


were those of Chicago houses. The Chica 
men also had their samples on the spot, a 
data sufficient to convince the authorities 
that they coutd furnish larger quantities on 
shorter notice than any other firms in the 
country. The contracts were therefore 
awarded to the Chicago men. This they de- 
clare has effectually 
Hitcheock's argument.

The Pennsylvania company yesterday went

4 Tus bill 
states: 

Tour orator states that the business men 
of Chicago were desirous and exceedingly 
anxious that the passenger traveling over 
your orator’s railroad en route to St. Louis 
should be granted a stopover for several days 
in the city of Chicago, and that said reduced 
round trip tickets should be so issued as to. 
vonfer the right upon the persons using the 
game to stop over in Chicago for a period of 
not less than ten days, without any addi- 
tional charge being made therefore.“ 

It is understood that the same pledge to 
issue stopovers at Chicago free of charge 
was given by the Michigan Central, Balti- 
more and Ohio, and Lake Shore roads when 
they filed their bills for injunctions. This 
is said to be the main reason why the eastern 
roads were so lukewarm in supporting the 

position to charge a fee of §1 for the 
validation of such stop overs. 

Of the western roads the Alton, Burlington, 
and Ihinois Central have obtained injunc- 
tions on the plea that they would make no 
charge for stopovers at Chicago, yet these 
roads still propose to charge $1 for each 
person coming from Western association ter- 
ritory, though they have agreed to make no
